As a 
rule, neither Law, nor Botany, nor Medicine are 
represented in this vast collection; but Astronomy, 
Chemistry, Mathematics, Fortification, Philosophy, 
Lexicography, Belles-lettres, &c., are especially hon- 
ored by the choicest books. The books in the Bil- 
liard Room include some fine large-paper copies of 
the principal county histories; superb books on 
natural history; Dr. Johnson's Dictionary, with 
his own manuscript corrections ; Baskerville’s 
Virgil, with splendid etchings inserted, and a 
unique ‘specimen’ sheet of his type. 

“ All the other rooms of this vast library—for it 
numbers more than 50,000 volumes, nearly every 
one of which is a treasure to literature—sink into 
insignificance compared with one room alone. 
Range after range, press after press, shelf after 
shelf may attract the eye and bewilder even the 
coolest brain in its attempt to master even the 
titles of the treasures; but when room after room 
has been passed, when book after book has been 
noted, when anticipation has been dwarfed by 
facts, and wonder is wearied at the riches it has 
seen, one of the dummy panels in one of the side 
walls is opened, a noble hall is passed, a turn to 
the left is taken, and a lofty room is entered, where 
the morning sun-light streams in through the two 
windows on the right, and the tall presses, with 
tasteful wire-lattice work and neat white-painted 
doors, carefully closed, and secured by little brass 
padlocks, show that the sanctum is reached, and 
that we are at last in the presence of the choicest 
treasures of the Althorp shelves. A little upright 
glass-case on our left contains some hundreds of 
microscopic editions of classics, from Didot’s lovely 
little ‘ Horace’ backwards—some in the choicest 
covers, the work of true artist-hands; some little 
volumes of manuscript, in Italian hand, and with 
glorious illuminations ; and one curious little vol- 
ume, with leaves of paper made from familiar Eng- 
lish plants. Over the mantel-piece are some family 
portraits in miniature—and one of Lord John Rus- 
sell in his early manhood. All round the room, 
crowded with portly folios, handsome and dainty 
little duodecimos, are cases full of the very choicest 
books now known to exist. Here in scholarly se- 
clusion are the choicest editions —the editiones 
principes of the choicest authors of Greece and 
Rome. Here are the seventy editions of Cicero— 
memorable from Gibbon’s morning among them, 
as well as for their classic value and literary worth 
—nearly fifty of which were printed before 1473, 
mostly representing different ‘texts,’ and thus prac- 
tically as valuable as manuscripts now lost for 
ever. Here are eight editions of Horace prior to 
1480 ; here are copies of Ovid from all the Italian 
early presses of Parma, Venice, and Rome; here 
is Livy as printed by Sweynheim and by Aldus, in 
glorious tomes ; here is Pliny, on vellum, from the 
press of Rome, in 1471; while superb works of the 
Aldus press, and Etienne press,and Bodoni’s Parma 
press are spread all around. Here is a rich case 
of Aldines, with the now familiar device ; there is 
a row of the choicest works by Bodoni, who equalled 
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even our own Baskerville in making printing an 
‘art.’ Here is the Florence edition of Homer, dated 
1474; here is the most rare Horace, printed in Na- 
ples in 1476, by Arnoldus de Bruxella ; here is the 
famous Terence of Riessenger, 1471, so curious from 
details of the early laws of Sicily and Naples, and 
for which two volumes, Lord Spencer was chiefly 
induced to buy Count Cassano’s library to enrich 
his shelves. Here on this Horace (well marked 
R.R.R.—rarissimus—is Lord Spencer’s pencil-note 
that it was the rarest, choicest classic he had 
known) is a curious ‘ bill’ of old Roger Payne, with 
all his minute details of the material,and the time 
employed in the binding of this rarest of books. 
Here, among nearly a dozen editions of Dante, is 
the magnificent edition of 1477—one of the eight 
editions between 1472 and 1484. Here is the first 
Roman Missal (a superb rubricated copy), on vel- 
lum, printed as early as 1477. 

“Here is the most famous single volume proba- 
bly in the whole world—the volume which origi- 
nally led the Dake of Roxburghe to begin book- 
collecting, and which sold at his great sale for 
£2260! It is only a small folio volume, some two 
inches thick, but it is an edition of Boccaccio, 
printed at Venice, by Valdarfer, as early as 1474, 
and no other perfect copy is known. Its very his- 
tory is a romance, At the second Duke of Rox- 
burghe’s table some conversation on the book oc- 
curred. His Grace remembered that it had once 
been offered to him for £100. He sought and found 
and bought it, and his son was so struck by th 
conversation that he became so great a collector, 
that the sale of his books in 1812 lasted forty-two 
days. When this famous volume was put up, Lord 
Spencer and Lord Blandford were both eager to 
possess it. It was started at £100, the price was 
doubled, then went to £250, and then jumped to 
£500. As the price advanced ‘the bids were smaller, 
only £5 atatime. At last the lot was left to two 
competitors ; Lord Spencer said £2250, and Lord 
Blandford £10 more, at which price the treasure 
became his own. Lord Spencer had resolved to 
give £1812 (the amount representing the date 
1812), but having had a ‘ windfall of £438,’ he ad- 
vanced to £2250; and although he lost the vol- 
ume, he was lucky enough to secure it a few years 
later for only £900. The description of the contest 
by Dibdin is one of the curiosities of literature, and 
the sale one of the most extraordinary in biblioma- 
niac annals, since the owners of Althorp, Blenheim, 
and Chatsworth competed for the possession of this 
upique and memorable book. 

“ The Caxton press volumes in this room are quite 
unsurpassed in number and condition. Fifty-seven 
separate works from the Father of the English Press 
is a noble collection for a private library. Even 
the British Museum can boast only fifty-five, but 
of these eleven are unique, while Lord Spencer has 
only three unique. Here, in a quiet corner, are 
the first and second editions of Caxton’s ‘Game of 
Chesse,’ and two copies of his ‘ Chaucer’s Tales,’ of 
excessive rarity and curious value; here are dainty 
little volumes with queer or reverent colophons, 
and in quaint old half-printing half-manuscript 
letters, with ink stiil as black as a raven, and 
leaves as crisp as of a modern book. Here are the 
real treasures, the incunabula, the cradle books of 
the English press. Here are the materials for the 
history of the printing art. Here are the choice 
romances which delighted the days of Edward the 
Third. Here, too, are the works of Caxton’s friends 
and pupils, a magnificent vellum folio of the ‘ Boke 
of St. Alban’s,’ by Dame Juliana Berners, printed 
by Wynkyn de Worde; here are Pynson’s books 
by the dozen, and here are scores of rare, choice, 
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splendid samples of the fifteenth century English 
press. In other ‘presses’ of this noble room are 
the Block-Books which preceded printing before 
some one—Guttenberg, or Fiist, or Scheeffer—had 


the wit to break up words into single letters, and | 


thus to ‘invent’ the printing art. Here is not only 


the earliest known wood-cut, with a date, the Saint | 


Christopher, with date 1423—seeming to show, too, 
that wood-blocks and separate letters may have 
been used together—but here is a real old wood- 
block itself, of the fifteenth century, with some of 
the impressions it has produced. The 1423 Saint 
Christopher is a landmark in art. It has had 
reams written about it, and its value; and its 


quaint old colored sketch of the good saint crossing | 


the stream and bearing the boy upon his shoulders, 
is curious and graphic in the extrezne. Here, too, 
is a superb copy of the famous Mazarine Bible, 


supposed to have been printed as early as 1455—a | 


sumptuous copy, with sound and solid old paper, 
clean, and clear, and stainless ; sharp and clear-cut 


old gothic letter, glossy raven ink, and brilliant 


rubrications, which have kept their color unfaded 
in all the chances and changes of four hundred 
years. Here, too, are not only the choicest classics, 
but real art-works of the binder’s taste. 
bound by Roger Payne, and De Rome, and Pade- 
loup, are crowded in the cases, in rich profusion, 
and delight the eye, and taste, and judgment of 
the bibliopegic connoisseur. 
treasures, are choice copies of all the four folio edi- 
tions of Shakspeare’s Plays; a copy, in brilliant 
condition, of the excessively rare Sonnets, dated 
1609 ; not to mention a copy of Steevens’s edition 
of 1783, enlarged by a mass of ‘ Illustrations’ se- 
lected from rare sources too. 

“In mere money value this noble room alone 
would probably be valued at nearly £50,000. The 
literary tastes of the Spencers have been remarkable 
for several generations. Parts of an old library, 
three centuries old, are still in the great collection. 
There was another edition of the books of Dr. 
George, but the mass of the present library was 
collected during the life of one learned, liberal, and 
patient collector, the late Earl, who died in 1834, 
at the ripe old age of seventy-seven, after a long 
and honorable career at the Admiralty and at 
Vienna during the troublous times from 1780 to 
1812. Late in the last century he purchased the 
collection of Count Reviczky, an unsurpassed 
library of classic volumes, first editions from all 
the Continental presses, and all in the most perfect 
condition. During many years purchases were 
made with taste and liberality. Under the gui- 
dance of Dibdin, rare volumes were exchanged 
from Lincoln Cathedral, fine books were bought 
from the superb Alchorne Library in order to secure 
a few Caxtons, and from the Cracherode sale, and 
finally the splendid library of Count Cassano was 
purchased, in 1819. In short, the Spencer Library 


is not only large, but choice—not only choice, but | 


priceless ; and, in Dibdiv’s own words, its ‘ remem- 
brance can only perish with every other record of 
individual fame.’ The ‘ Bibliotheca Spenceriana’ 
and the ‘Aides Althorpianz’ of Dibdin have given 
the Spencer Library a world-wide fame; and Mr. 
Edward Edwards, the Historian of Libraries, from 
whose works some of the foregoing facts have been 
taken, speaks in the highest terms, from personal 
knowledge, of this vast collection, the catalogue of 
which fills two hundred and fifty volumes of titles, 
as having been ‘created with a liberal hand, and 
imparted with a liberal heart.’ ”

race of competition for the works of popular au- 
thors. The general diffusion of books in America,

question is indeed an authors’ one; and whenever 
it is carried, the London trade will find they have 
helped to raise up a power that they are unable to 
compete with, except by an abandonment of the 
present system of publishing in an expensive form 
for the few, and a greater reliance on the purchas- 
ing capacity of the population generally.”

The fly leaves are composed of four leaves of the 
poetical romance of Merlin, printed by Wynkyn de 
Worde in 1510.”’

Queen Vic- 
toria reigns under the Act of Settlement as a Pro- 
testant descendant of the Electress Sophia of 
Hanover, granddaughter of James VI., and great 
grandchild of Mary Queen of Scots. 


OBITUARY. 
Mark Lemon.—The death of this gentleman, well 
known for nearly thirty years as editor of “ Panch,” 
has been very sudden, probably, for the particulars 
have not reached us, from apoplexy, for he was of 
an unusually full habit of body, He was born on 
the last day of November, 1809. His education 
must have been sound, and he had the merit of 
writing a most legible hand. Mr. Lemon, for some 
time before “Punch” was established (the first 
number appeared in July, 1841, just when the Mel- 
bourne ministry was on the point of dissolution), 
was landlord of a small tavern, “The Shakspeare’s 
Head,” in Wych Street, near the Olympic Theatre, 
which was the resort of authors and actors, editors 
and artists, wits and respectable “ Bohemians.” 
Among these Mr. Lemon, who had even then writ- 
ten a good deal for the newspapers, besides being 
the author or adaptor of several successful farces 
and vaudevilles, was acknowledged to be one of 
the craft. In his capacity of landlord he probably 
gave too much credit to his friends, for his tavern 
was latterly the reverse of remunerative. When 
the pecuniary crisis appeared impending Mr. Hen- 
ry Mayhew, who was Douglas Jerrold’s son-in-law, 
projected the publication of “Punch.” The first 
number was chiefly written by himself and Lemon, 
but Jerrold, who was then in Boulogne, soon joined 
the editorial corps. The publication instantly 
won public favor; but the proprietors had not any 
capital, and soon parted with the copyright, 
stereotypes, and wood-cuts to Bradbury and Evans,

When the late librarian died, he) 
was arranging and cataloguing these manuscripts, | 
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who were wealthy printers. The new proprietors 
had the good sense to retain all the original writers, 
and to pay them liberally. After a time the ne- 
cessity of a recognized head was perceived and ad- 
mitted, and, by common consent, Mark Lemon was 
made editor of “ Punch,’ in which capacity he con- 
tinued up to the day of his death. The brothers 
Mayhew, Jerrold, Gilbert, A. a’ Becket, Thomas 
Hood, Albert Smith, Dr. William Maginn, William 
Makepeace Thackeray, Angus B. Reach, Shirley 
Brooks, Tom Taylor, .Burnand, and the brothers 
Brough have been the principal writers in “ Punch” 
from its start; its leading artists being Herring, 
Leech, Kenny Meadows, “ Phiz,” John Gilbert, “ Al- 
fred Crowquill,”’ Richard Doyle, Keane, Maunier, 
and Tenniel. Of all the old corps there now re- 
main connected with “Punch” only Shirley Brooks, 
who supplies the Essence of Parliament, and Tom 
Taylor, who now writes rarely for it. Mr. Lemon 
made an excellent editor, exercising much good 
| Sense in his management, writing very ably, and 
very clever in suggestion. Outside of “ Punch,’’ 
| he contributed largely to periodical literature ; was 
literary editor of the “Mlustrated London News,” 
wrote between sixty and seventy dramatic pieces, 
besides a great deal of poetry, severgl Christ- 
mas and juvenile stories, and some novels. He 
was always complaining of impecuniosity; but, 
from all sources, cannot have realized during the last 
| twenty-five years less than an average income of 
nearly $15,000 per annum. His features, marked 
and comely, showed his Jewish origin. Last year 
he gave Falstaff readings in London and the pro- 
| Vinces, which were very successful, and, owing to 
| his extreme obesity, he had no occasion to stuff or 
| pad for the part; in this he resembled Stephen 
| Kemble. In «ll respects Mark Lemon was an ami- 
| able as well as a highly-gifted gentleman. 

Dayiet Macuise, R. A.—On the 25th of April, 
| very suddenly, from an attack of heart disease, Mr. 
| Maclise died. He was a native of Cork, and, hav- 
ing been born on the 25th of January, 1811, was 
59 years and three months cold at his death. His 
parents were poor, but the facilities for art educa- 
tion have always been considerable in Cork, and 
even while he was a very junior clerk in a banking 
| house there he profited by them. When Sir Wal- 
ter Seott visited Ireland he went to Cork, and 
young Maclise, then in his sixteenth year, having 
accidentally got a good view of him in the shop of 
Mr. John Bolster, the leading bookseller in that 
city, made a rapid but spirited and successful 
pencil-portrait cf him, who was still ‘‘the Great 
Unknown,”’ which led to his being introduced to 
Sir Walter and his travelling companions, Miss 
Anne Scott, Miss Edgeworth, and Mr. Lockhart. In 
1828, when he went to London, where he became a 
student of the Royal Academy, young Maclise 
found a warm friend in Lockhart, who, not long 
before, had become editor of the ‘‘ Quarterly Re- 
view.” He obtained the gold medal, and every 
other honor for which he contended, from the Aca- 
demy. His first exhibited picture was “Ali Hal- 
low Eve,” in 1833. He was made Associate of the 
Academy in 1835, after painting his chivalrous 
“Vow of the Peacock” (not one of his best pic- 
tures); made a great hit with “Robin Hood and 
Richard Coeur de Lion” in 1838; and, in 1841, at 
the unusually early age of 30, was made Royal 
Academician. During the whole of his career in 
London, a period exceeding 40 years, Maclise 
manifested the fecundity as well as the brillianey 
of genius. He painted a great many first-class 
pictures, including some national commissions, in 
oil and fresco, in the new House of Lords. He 
was popular, easy, and unaffected in society. On 
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the death of Sir Charles Eastlake he was offered, 
and declined the presidency of the Royal Academy. 
The amusing and life-like portraits, in “ The Gal- 
lery of Illustrious Literary Characters,” begun in 
‘“‘ Fraser’s Magazine’ in June, 1830, and continued 
for many years, with satirical letter-press illustra- 
tions by Dr. Maginn and others, were drawn by 


Maclise, to whom we also owe the designs of Maho- | 
ney’s “Reliques of Father Prout.’’ He also ilius- | 
trated, with great richness of fancy, a superb edi- | 


tion of Moore’s Irish Melodies. His younger brother, 
Mr. Joseph Maclise, is author of several valuable 
works on surgical anatomy, with numerous en- 
gravings from his own designs. In the present 
exhibition of the Royal Academy, opened to the 
public on the 2d of May, is a large picture by 
Maclise, “ The Earls of Desmond and Ormond,” one 
of the Irish subjects he was so fond of, which 
equals most of his previous productions in design, 
coloring, and expression, but is said by the critics 
to be rather deficient in execution, as if the painter 
had got tired of his work, and sent it away with- 
out giving it the last touches which do so-much. 
At the annual dinner preceding the exhibition, 
given by the Royal Academy to its patrons, Mr. 
Charles Dickens concluded an excellent speech 
(the oration of the day, though evidently extem- 
pore) as follows: “Since I first entered the pub- 
lic lists, a very young man indeed, it has been my 
constant fortune to number among my nearest and 
dearest friends members of the Royal Academy 


who have been its grace and pride. They have so} 


dropped from my side one by one that I already 
begin to feel like the Spanish monk of whom Wil- 
kie tells, who had grown to believe that the only 
realities around him were the pictures which he 
loved, and that all the moving life he saw, or ever 


had seen, was a shadow and a dream. For many | 


years I was one of the two most intimate friends 
and most constant companions of the late Mr. 
Maclise. Of his genius in his chosen art I will 
venture to say nothing here, but of his prodigious 
fertility of mind and wonderful wealth of intellect 
] may contidently assert that they would have 
made him, if he had been so minded, at least as 
great a writer as he was a painter. The gentlest 
and most modest of men, the freest as to his gene- 
rous appreciation of young aspirants, and the 
frankest and largest-hearted as to his peers, inca- 
pable of a sordid or ignoble thought, gallantly 


sustaining the true dignity of his vocation, with- | 


out one grain of self-assertion, wholesomely natural 
at the last as at the first, ‘in wit a man, in simpli- 
city a child;’ no artist, of whatsoever denomina- 
tion, I make bold to say, ever went to his rest 
leaving a golden memory more pure from dross, or 
having devoted himself with a truer chivalry to 
the art-goddess whom he worshipped.” Mr. Ma- 
clise, who was never married, was a man of noble 
presence, resembling the handsome knights whom 
he loved to place upon the canvas; more than 
once he declined knighthood offered him by Queen 
Victoria. 

Evraxim Litrett.—On the 17th of May, at Brook- 
line, Mass., the founder of “ Littell’s Living Age,” 
which he had conducted for twenty-six years, peace- 
fully passed away. Dr. Allibone (vol. ii. p. 1107) has 
set him down‘as born in 1792, but a mortuary an- 
nouncement by his son, in number 1356 of the “ L 
A.,” says “aged 73 years,” which fixes 1797 as the 
year of his birth. Mr. L. was a nativeof Burlington, 
N. J., and began the “ National Recorder,” a lite- 
rary weekly, in. Philadelphia, in January, 1819. 
He subsequently edited the “ Saturday Magazine,”’ 
which he converted, in 1822, into the “ Museum of 
Foreign Literature and Art.” After conducting 
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[this with great success, for nearly 22 years, in 
Philadelphia, he removed to Boston, where, in April, 
| 1844, he established “ Littell’s Living Age,” which 
from that time to the present has borne a high 
character, and obtained a remunerative circulation. 
Those have been Mr. Littell’s principal literary 
performances. The “Museum” and the “ Living 
Age”’ represent a class of publications which, at 
low cost to the public, have scattered widecast over 
this great country the best articles in the best 
magazines and reviews of Europe. Mr. Littell has 
left a son well qualified to maintain the credit of 
the well-known family name, and the periodical 
with which it has so long been identified. 


Wintmrop Sarcent.—Another man of letters 

who has dropped off during the month just past is 
Mr. Winthrop Sargent, born in Philadelphia in 
1825. He wrote, among other works, a good history 
| of Braddock’s Expedition against Fort Duquesne, in 
| 1775, and an excellent biography of Major André. 
| He contributed largely to periodical literature, and 
| died in Paris, whither he had gone for the benefit 
|of his health. As a scholar and antiquarian his 
rank is high.

Rev. Tuomas Date.—On the 15th of May, in his 
73d year, died the Rev. Thomas Dale, Canon of St.

Lamb, Leigh Hunt, and other well-known men of 
| letters, he was educated in Christ’s Hospital, Lon- 
don. At the age of twenty-one he published a poem 
entitled “The Widow of Nain.’’ Afterwards he 
|gave “The Oatlaw of Taurus,” and “Irad and 
| Adah, a Tale of the Flood,” to the world. Enter- 
| ing the church, he obtained considerable eminence 
| as pastor and preacher, and rose, without patronage, 
| to considerable preferment. He also was succes- 
sively Professor of English Language and Literature 
|in London University and King’s College. He

Mrs. Cuartes Lever.—On the 23d of April the 
| wife of Charles James Lever, the novelist, died at 
Trieste. Her husband, author of “ Harry Lorre- 
quer” and a large number of other tales, chiefly 
| Irish, is British Consul at Trieste. 


Miss Louisa Stoart Cosretto.—On the 24th of 
April this popular authoress, born in Ireland in 
1799, died in Boulogne; she wrote travels, bio- 
graphy, and poetry, and also was an artist (minia- 
ture-painting) of so much skill that, after she settled 
in London, 1825, she lived by it, until her pen be- 
came more remunerative than her pencil. She was 
honored with the friendship of Sir Walter Scott 
| and Thomas Moore, and was the recipient of a pen- 
sion from the British government, in consideration 
of her literary merit. 

Niepse pe St. Vicror.—This scientific gentleman, 
who shares with M. Daguerre the honor of having 
discovered photography, died in Paris, of apoplexy, 
in April. 

De Berit, THE Viornist.—The death of M. de 
Beriot, composer and instrumentalist, who was 
Madame Malibran’s second husband, is reported as 
having taken place in Brussels. He was born in 
1802, and latterly was entirely blind. 


Cuartes Boner.—This gentleman, an English- 
man, who had gone to Germany as tutor tothe family 
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of the Prince of Thurn and Taxis, and finally settled 
in Munich, died there on April the 7th. He was 
author of “ Christmas hunting in the mountains of 
Bavaria,’’ and translator of Hans Christian Ander- 
sen’s stories. He was a contributor to the “ Athe- 
neum and several other English reviews and maga- 
zines. After this he spent a few years in Vienna 
as correspondent for English and American journals, 
but returned to Munich about two years before his 
death. Thouch a diligent student and industrious 
writer, Mr. Boner never lost the genuine English 
love of sport, and nothing gave him more pleasure 
than to exchange now and then his pen for his rifle 
and his study for the grand Alpine solitudes, the 
favorite haunt of the chamois. 


Wittram ALEXANDER Mackinnoy.—This gentle- 
man, head of the clan Mackinnon, in the Western 
Island of Scotland, died, in May, aged 81, having 
been born in 1789. He had been 40 vears a mem- 
ber of the Honse of Commons, and had published a 
work on “ Public Opinion,” also ‘‘ Thoughts on the 
Currency Question,” and “ The History of Civiliza- 
tion.” 

Mr. Samvet Hazarp.—At Germantown (Phila- 
delphia) on the 22d of May, Mr. Hazard died, aged 
86. He may be said to have devoted his life to 
collecting, and publishing works relating to the 
early history of Pennsylvania, and particularly of 
Philadelphia, his father, Ebenezer Hazard, who was 
U. S. Postmaster in 1782-87 published “ Historical 
Collections,” consisting of State papers and other 
historical documents, intended as materials for a 
history of the United States. In 1828, Samuel 
Hazard commenced the publication of the ‘ Penn- 
sylvania Register,’’ which was issued until 1836, 
forming sixteen volumes large octavo. He next 
published the “ United States Commercial and 
Statistical Register,’’ forming six large octavo vol- 
umes, issued from 1839 to 1842. The “ Annals of 
Pennsylvania,” from 1609 to 1682, an octavo vol- 
ume of 800 pages, was next issued by Mr. Hazard. 
He also, by appointment of the Legislature, printed 
the “ Pennsylvania Archives,’ from 1682 to 1790, 
from the original records, forming twelve volumes. 

Jonny Henry Parker, the eminent English pub- 
lisher, died on May—Deceased was born in 1806, 
and succeeded his uncle, Joseph Parker, as a book- 
seller, at Oxford in 1832, and in 1863 retired from 
business in favor of his son. Mr. Parker devoted a 
large portion of his time to Archeological studies in 
which he obtained great distinction, and his Glos- 
sary of Architecture, first published in 1836, and 
has since gone through many editions, is considered 
the best text book on the subject in existence.
